Shortage of 
Industrial Arts 
Teachers Serious 

In terms of recruitment, the 
county is in a more favorable 
position than it was last year. The 
province is experiencing a very 
serious shortage of teachers due 
to . the tremendous population 
growth. Rural areas, in particular, 
are experiencing extreme difficul¬ 
ties in recruitment because the 
cities have managed to engage 
most of the graduating students 
from the universities. The shortage 
in the province is expected to con¬ 
tinue for at least the next three 
years. Anticipating a very serious 
shortage, School Superintendent 
Bardock has been recruiting for 
the 1967-68 term for the past three 
months. 

To date, in addition to two re¬ 
quests for Leaves of Absence, 21 
teachers have resigned from the 
staff and three have requested 
transfers. Fourteen new teachers 
have been hired. Serious concern 
is felt over the lack of qualified 
personnel available for the In¬ 
dustrial Arts shops for the next 
term. Cutting back classes in- this 
field of study will have to be 
considered unless qualified appli¬ 
cations are received in the near 
future. F. N. Thurber, School 
Committee Chairman, Mr. Mc¬ 
Queen and Mr. Bardock, Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools, have made 
arrangements to meet with De¬ 
partmental officials in Edmonton 
this week regarding this matter 
and on the proposed additions to 
County Central High School.

Here Since 1910, 
Mrs. Anna Finckh 
Dies April 18 

Mrs. Anna Dianna Finokn, aged 
82, wife of Edwin R. Finckh of 
Vulcan and a resident or this area 
for 57 years, died Tuesday, 
April 18, 1967. 

Bom at Etna, Minnesota, she 
was married there to Mr. Finckh, 
who had homesteaded at Vulcan 
in 1905, and in that same year ac¬ 
companied him back to the Reid 
Hill district. The couple farmed 
until 1929, when they retired to 
Vulcan, and lived here since that 
time. Mr. Finckh, born in 1877, is 
still active and in good health. 

A year ago, Mr. and Mrs. Finckh 
made cash gifts totalling $45,000 
to various causes and charities: 
$25,000 to the County of Vulcan 
for a scholarship fund, $8,000 to 
the Salvation Army, $6,000 to the 
Vulcan Lions Club and $6,000 to 
the Shrine Club for the benefit of 
crippled children in Alberta and 
Minnesota. In addition, three nieces 
and three nephews in the United 
States received substantial sums of 
money.

THE DEFENCE FORCES 
OF CANADA 

The present session of Parlia¬ 
ment is at long last coming to an 
end, and the so-cailed "Centennial 
Session” will probably commence 
in about three days following the 
close of the present session. 
Government plans for the new 
session are that it will be very 
brief. There is to be no legislation, 
and only consideration of the 
Spending Estimates (the main job 
of Parliament), the Throne Speech 
and the Budget. If nothing happens 
to upset these plans, this new 
session should finish about July 1. 

The present session is already the 
second longest in history, and may 
well end up being the longest be¬ 
fore it is finally terminated. Quite 
frankly, the sooner the present 
session is ended, the better. M.P.'s 
in all Parties are becoming men¬ 
tally exhausted, and nerves are be¬ 
coming frayed, with all too evi¬ 
dent results. 

This session Jias produced some 
very important legislation, such as 
the Bank Act, anti the Transpor¬ 
tation Act. The discussions con¬ 
cerning the Transportation Act 
showed Parliament at its very best. 
This piece of legislation is highly 
complicated and technical, and re¬ 
quired months of careful study; the 
Government accepted dozens of im¬ 
portant amendments as a result of 
these discussions. 

On the other hand, the session 
has been unnecessarily lengthened 
by the Government’s introduction 
of legislation, such as the Armed 
Services Unification Bill which has 
caused more angry debate in Par¬ 
liament than any matter since the 
Pipe Line and Flag Debates. The 
purpose of this Bill Is to do away 
with the Navy, Army and Air¬ 
force as separate units, and make 
them over into one service. In 
doing this, the sailors will lose 
their traditional blue uniforms. In 
fact, all members of the Armed 
Services are to wear a green 
uniform. 

The tradition of joining the 
Navy to wear the sailor's uniform 
will be a thing of the past under 
the proposed Bill. Many hundreds 
of new and unnecessary changes 
will be forced. In addition, there 
will be no saving of the taxpayer’s 
dollar and Naval Officers and 
others have argued in Committee 
that efficiency will bo lower and it 
will be harder to recruit men be¬ 
cause traditions back of the Army, 
Navy and Airforce will be gone. 
Hence , officers are resigning, 
claiming that irreparable damage 
will be done to the fighting capa¬ 


bility of the Canadian Armed 
Forces; in fact, so much so that 
Canada may need to lean on the 
United States for protection. I am 
one who believes that we want 
good foreign friends, but at the 
same time, we want to be in a 
position to stand on our own feet, 
and rely on no one for our pro¬ 
tection, except ourselves.

We noted with some interest a news story about 
fluoridation of water supplies at Ponoka, because it 
is likely that a fluoridation vote will be held at Vul¬ 
can next fall. 

It seems that voters in Ponoka, which has a 
population of about 4,000, rejected the use of 
fluorides in the municipal water supply in a plebis¬ 
cite held last fall. But now it turns out that they are 
going to use fluoridated water anyway, for water 
from a new well drilled to replace the town’s current 
supply is high in natural fluorides. The anti- 
fluoridationists will still have a freedom of choice, 
but now their only choice will be whether to use the 
town water or not use it. 

Vulcan residents used naturally fluoridated 
water for years — right up to the time, just a few 
years ago, when the pipeline to the Little Bow River 
was built. Dental records show that children bom 
and raised here in the years when the water was 
naturally fluoridated have fewer dental cavities and 
better teeth than children raised in areas where the 
water did not contain fluorides. 

The addition of fluorides to a municipal water 
supply is the simplest and mose effective way of re¬ 
ducing dental decay in children, just as the chlorin¬ 
ation of our water supply guards against water con¬ 
tamination leading to typhoid fever. 

There are always those people who are against 
everything, but there is no valid, proven reason for 
opposition to the use of fluoridated water.

To 
check the amount of damage that 
is being done in a field, Mr. Gurba 
suggests using the drill-box wire- 
worm treatment on seed to be 
sown in part of the field and leav¬ 
ing the rest of the seed untreated. 

In cases where flea beetles have 
been a problem on rape or 
mustard, special seed treatment 
powders containing lindane will 
give the seedlings good protection 
for about two weeks.
